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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claims 1 and 18 present new limitations in regard to the nature of the second binder and the weight ratio of the 
first binder to first colorant. These issues are new issues that would require further search and consideration to determine whether they 
amount to patentably distinguishing amendment.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the nature of the organic 
binder component. The organic binder component has been further limited and as such raises new issues that require further search and 
consideration. The applicant contends unexpected results, but the showing is not commensurate with the scope of the claims (i.e. too few 
data points). Also, the applicant is showing unexpected results for a range that is already present in Miyazaki. Mere recognition of latent 
properties in the prior art does not render nonobvious an otherwise known invention. In re Wiseman, 596 F.2d 1019, 201 USPQ 658 (CCPA 
1979). The applicant additionally argues the second weight ratio. The examiner disagrees and notes that Miyazaki teaches the appropriate 
ratio of binder to dielectric powder as being 1-20% and therefore overlaps the present range. The inclusion of the plasticizer to be used with 
binders is disclosed by the additional references. The issue of whether this relationship patentably distinguishes from the prior art given the 
nature of newly submitted amendments is a new issue that requires further consideration. The binder has been further limited as a means 
for further differentiating from the prior art of record. Whether this amendment amounts to a patentably distinguishing limitation is a new 
issue, but it does appear that the amendments overcome the prior art of record. 
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
